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Axe heroine: ‘Dying 
didn’t occur to me’

A WOMAN who saved her neighbour 
from being attacked with an axe has 
said the possibility of being killed 
during the heroic intervention had 
‘never occurred’ to her. 

Frances Fitzgerald, a retired engi¬ 
neer from Caddington, stepped in 
after witnessing her two neighbours, 
Ray Nash and Gary Crisp, struggling 
over an axe last September. 

The incident happened at Hillcrest 
Mobile Park in Caddington where 
the trio live. 

After the attack on September 3 Mr 
Crisp was remanded in prison. And 
during a court hearing on January 
25, Mrs Fitzgerald’s heroics emerged 
as she appeared to ask the judge to 
give him a lenient sentence. 

The altercation was sparked by Mr 
Nash breaking Mr Crisp’s window on 
September 2. 

An agreement over fixing the win¬ 
dow was struck between the two 
men but the following day 58-year- 
old Mr Crisp attacked his neighbour 
with an axe in a drunken rage. 

In an exclusive interview with 
Luton on Sunday, Mrs Fitzgerald told 
how she had been putting away some 
tools after painting the outside of her 
house with Mr Nash when she heard 
him calling for her. 

She said: “The way he called for me 
was quite sharp. I looked across but 
all I could see was Gary’s back and I 
never realised what was happening 
until I got closer. 

“They were struggling over an axe 
and Ray was as white as a sheet and 


looked terrified.” 

As both men fought over the weap¬ 
on Mrs Fitzgerald said she went to 
Mr Nash’s side and began talking to 
Mr Crisp after realising he was angry 
about the broken window. 

She said: “I started off by saying to 
him, ‘this is a bit extreme isn’t it 
Gary? It’s only a window’. 

“He told Ray to let the axe go but 
Ray refused. I told Gary that Ray 
would only let go if he promised not 
to hurt him.” 

At that moment Mrs Fitzgerald said 
that Mr Crisp began banging on Mr 
Nash’s windows before grabbing him 


by the throat. 

She said: “I said to Gary, ‘do you 
want to hurt me?’ and he said, ‘I’d 
never hurt you Fran’. 

“The axe was above my head and he 
let Ray go long enough for him to run 
back into his house. 

“Gary was just standing there. He 
had been drinking and he looked at 
me and said ‘you know I’m not 
aggressive or violent’ and I replied 
‘well you’re coming across pretty 
aggressive right about now’.” 

Mrs Fitzgerald said she invited Mr 
Crisp back to her house for a cup of 
tea but he refused and said ‘tonight 


he dies, I will chop him up into little 
pieces’. 

She then started looking for her 
phone but after being unable to find 
it, went to search for her neighbours. 
It was during this period that the 
police finally arrived. 

Mrs Fitzgerald said: “I don’t think 
what I did was extraordinary. I think 
nine times out of ten you can talk to 
people in that situation if you keep 
calm. I only panicked afterwards 
when people said I was stupid to 
have gotten involved when I could 
have been killed. 

“The chance of me being killed had 
never occurred to me when I stepped 
in. I never thought of dying. 

“When I was looking for my phone I 
had no intention of calling the police. 
In fact, I was actually trying to call 
one of my neighbours to tell him 
what was happening.” 

Her decision to plead for leniency 
on Mr Crisp’s behalf came after hear¬ 
ing of the possibility of him being 
given a lengthy jail sentence. 

She said that around a year before 
the incident he had been a ‘nice, nor¬ 
mal bloke who kept himself to him¬ 
self’ but had lost control of his life 
after losing his job and car. 

On January 25 a judge sentenced 
Crisp to ten months after he pleaded 
guilty to affray and possessing a 
bladed article. 

Mrs Fitzgerald said: “During the 
case I was told that Gary could get 
four years. 

“I thought it was harsh so I spoke to 
Ray about it and he agreed with me. 
When he does come out I hope he 
gets his life back together.” 



River body 
confirmed 
as Felix, 25 


THE body of a man found 
on New Year’s Day in the 
River Great Ouse in Bedford 
has been confirmed as Felix 
Yorke. 

At the time Bedfordshire 
Police said that they 
believed the body was the 
25-year-old due to the per¬ 
sonal items found in the 
vicinity. But it is only now 
that tests have provided 
conclusive proof. 

Felix had not been seen 
since November 30 when he 
boarded a train from Luton 
Parkway to Bedford after 
finishing work at Topman 
in Luton at 5.30pm. 

On the night he went 
missing police searched 
the river extensively, after a 
loud splash was heard by a 
member of the public. 

A coroner’s inquest was 
opened on Wednesday, 
and adjourned for a full 
hearing.

Fire chiefs pull the plug 
on music to save £15k

FIREFIGHTERS in Bedfordshire 
are facing silence after bosses 
refused to pay £15,000 to allow 
them to play music or watch 
DVDs at all of the service’s 
premises after imposing a 
blanket ban. 

Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service (BFRS) sent out a memo to 
more than 600 staff across the 
county informing them they 
couldn’t play, listen or view live or 
recorded music - including DVDs. 

The secretary of the Fire 
Brigades’ Union (FBU) has brand¬ 
ed the move ‘very harsh’ and said 
that he has been contacted by 
members from the Bedfordshire 
service about the circulated 
message. 

BFRS said it received corre¬ 
spondence from three separate 
licensing organisations and after 
seeking legal advice, decided to 
ban all staff from entertainment 
during work time. 

The fire service is now in the 
process of writing up a policy for 
music and DVDs at its work 
locations but wouldn’t confirm if 
personal MP3 players, such as 
iPods, also faced the axe. 

Keith Handscomb, who is the 
regional representative of the 
FBU, said: “I have been contacted 
by the Bedfordshire service and I 
think applying this ban is very 
harsh. 



“Up and down the country many 
people in offices and factories are 
listening to music and watching 
television on their tea breaks and 
during work. 

“In Bedfordshire they (firefight¬ 
ers) are working 24-hour shifts. 

“It is a physically demanding job 
and this profession carries an 
intense risk. 

“Rest periods are written into 
the 24-hour shifts and there does 
need to be ‘down time’ when our 
crews can listen to music or put 
on a DVD.” 

The Performing Rights Society 
states on its website: “In nearly all 
cases, if you are playing our music 
(copyright music - written, 
published or arranged by a 
member of PRS for Music or one of 
its affiliated societies) outside the 
home (or domestic environment), 


you will need to buy a music 
licence.” 

Zoe Evans, BFRS’s director of HR 
and organisational development, 
explained: “The service has 
received correspondence from 
three separate licensing organisa¬ 
tions (Performing Rights Society; 
Public Performance Licence; 
Motion Picture Licensing 
Company) regarding the playing, 
listening and viewing of live and 
recorded music, and commercial 
videos and DVDs. 

“The service has not previously 
purchased licences from any of 
these organisations. 

“Because of the size of the 
service and the number of 
employees we have, the cost of 
purchasing these licences would 
be up to £15,000 each year. 

“This would be an additional 
annual expense for the service, 
which we cannot afford at a time 
when budgets are increasingly 
tight, as it relates to entertain¬ 
ment rather than our core busi¬ 
ness. 

“We have taken legal advice and 
have therefore decided not to 
permit the playing of live or 
recorded music on radios or 
other devices or watching of vid¬ 
eos or DVDs in any of our offices 
and fire stations - as this would 
be illegal without the appropri¬ 
ate licences. 

“We have notified all of our 
employees, operational and 
administrative, of this decision.” 


Tax rise will save community support officers 


POLICE boss Oily Martins has 
vowed to protect community 
support officers (PCSOs) who 
faced the axe to save money. 

But in order to keep on 40 per cent 
of the total number, whose future 
was uncertain, he has announced 
that the amount taxpayers shell out 
for Bedfordshire Police will rise by 
two per cent. 

The increase equates to an extra 
six pence a week for the average B 
and D householder and will come 
in from April. 


The revelation came as Mr 
Martins outlined his first budget 
since being elected Police and 
Crime Commissioner in November. 

He said: “In the short time that 
has passed since my election it has 
become abundantly clear to me just 
how valued Bedfordshire’s PCSOs 
are in the communities they serve 
and how their presence contributes 
to feelings of safety and wellbeing 
for residents. 

“I would say that probably 80 per 
cent of the people I’ve spoken to 


have raised visible policing as one 
of their main priorities. 

“It is a difficult decision to 
increase the precept rate, especially 
at a time when so many people are 
struggling financially.” 

Previously we revealed around 50 
PCSO posts would be lost but Mr 
Martins has said that as a result of 
the precept rise the force will be 
able to keep around 108 although 
he said that about a dozen or so had 
left since the original number was 
aired.

TRAVELLER SITE CONSULTATION 

RESIDENTS are being asked to 
feed into Central Bedfordshire 
Council’s Gypsy and Traveller 
Plan. 

Cllr Nigel Young said: “We know 
there has been a lot of public 
interest around the ‘long list’ of 35 
possible site locations. 

“I think that the majority of 
people appreciate that we have to 
fulfil our statutory duty to provide 
appropriate accommodation for 
all members of our communities 
and what the problems could be if 
we don’t. 

“There will be a full six week 
consultation in May-June time 
about the draft Local Plan which 
will include the ‘shor list’ of select¬ 
ed sites.”

All feedback will be considered 
as part of the process.

“Patient’s can feel very vulnera¬ 
ble at the end of life and need a lot 
of support to retain their dignity 
and respect.”

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Police appeal to find 
driver after shooting

POLICE patrols have been stepped up 
in Luton following an incident where 
gun shots were fired in broad daylight. 

Officers were called to the junction of 
Russell Street and Wellington Street at 
2pm on Wednesday, after receiving a 
report of gun shots. 

A woman in her mid 30s was found 
with a hand wound believed to have 
been caused by shrapnel. She was taken 
to hospital for treatment. 

The woman was the passenger in a 
silver BMW when her partner became 
involved in an argument with two men 
at the junction of Wellington Street and 
Russell Street. Shots were then fired at 
the car. 

Detectives from the Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire 
Major Crime Team are now leading the 
investigation. They are appealing for 
help in tracing a motorist who was driv¬ 
ing a silver estate car and had to com¬ 
plete an emergency stop. 

Detective Inspector Ruth Dodsworth 
said: “We do keep an open mind with all 
enquiries, but from what we have dis¬ 
covered so far, we don’t believe this was 
a random attack. 

“However, we are very anxious to speak 
with anyone who has seen the two peo¬ 
ple responsible for firing these shots. 

“In particular we would like to speak to 
the driver of the silver estate car. I would 
reassure him that he is not in any trou¬ 
ble but he could hold vital information 
that may help this inquiry. 

“We know that the suspects are 


described as two black males wearing 
largely dark clothing. One was wearing 
sunglasses, and the other was wearing a 
hat with flaps which were covering his 
ears. 

“If anyone saw the incident, saw the 
two suspects, or saw them fleeing from 
the scene towards Stanley Street please 
get in touch.” 

The incident, which happened next to 
a children’s play area, has shocked the 
neighbourhood, but DI Dodsworth was 
quick to provide reassurance. 


She said: “Gun crime in Luton is rare. 

“From April 12 there have been 12 
recorded incidents, which is down by 
almost half on the same period last year. 

“Despite this, Bedfordshire Police are 
not complacent and we take gun crime 
extremely seriously, and pursue offend¬ 
ers seriously.”

Woman, 63, chases off intruders 


A BRAVE woman who was woken by 
burglars confronted them before 
chasing them out of her property. 

Three men gained access to the back of 
the home in High Street North, Dunstable 
on Wednesday, January 30 at around 
7.25pm. 

After searching downstairs they were 
confronted by the 63-year-old resident on 
the upstairs landing. 

The woman chased the trio from her 


home, but as they left they took a brown 
leather handbag. 

Investigating officer, Detective Constable 
Surfraz Hussain, is keen to trace anyone 
who may have seen the men entering the 
property or fleeing the scene. 

The first man is described as white, 
around 25-years-old, 6ft tall with a slim 
build and wearing a dark hat and scarf 
covering his face. 

The second man is described as white, 


around 30 and 35-years-old, 572 tall with 
a medium build and chubby face, while 
the third was 6ft, slim and wearing all 
black clothing. 

DC Hussain said: “The victim in this case 
was very brave and chased the men. We 
believe there were other people in the 
area that may be able to help identify 
those responsible.”

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Council’s £170k 
credit card spend

MORE than £170,000 has been spent on council 
credit cards in the past four years, a Freedom of 
Information request has revealed. 

The expenditure, totalling £171,997.51, was 
incurred by Luton Council between March 9, 2008 
and lune 8, 2011. 

A Freedom of Information request sent to the 
authority by Luton on Sunday asked for the council 
to provide data on its credit card usage by staff. 

Transactions included several payments total¬ 
ling £74,562.50 on an online booking system for 
court hearings, a total of £21,027.17 at retailer 
Amazon, £11,063.76 on flight tickets, £4,259.67 on 
hotels and £1,326.75 on Facebook advertising. 

The most expensive flight tickets cost £2,336.13 
and £1,118 from British Airways. A £1,620 transac¬ 
tion was made at the Manchester Hilton hotel. 

There were also purchases from a baby shower 
website, buyagift.co.uk, and a snooker supplier. 
The biggest single transaction was £10,926.12 from 
Spirit Data Capture Ltd, a data management firm. 

For most of the transactions the council was 
unable to provide information on what had been 
purchased and by whom. It also failed to list 
expenditure from luly 2011 onwards and the job 
titles of card holders from previous years. 

Currently 15 staff have been issued with the pro¬ 


curement cards and the council said the number of 
card holders would have been ‘at a broadly similar 
level in previous years’. 

A spokesman from the Taxpayers’ Alliance, a 
group which campaigns for more transparency in 
government credit card expenditure, has said the 
data supplied by the council is not enough. 

He said: “Any official using a taxpayer-funded 
corporate credit card has a responsibility to ensure 
that they are getting value for money and only 
claiming for justifiable expenses. 

“It is also vital that there is transparency about 
who is spending how much and why, so that exces¬ 
sive or wasteful spending can be stamped out. 

“The information supplied by Luton Borough 
Council does not meet that standard, so local resi¬ 
dents will rightly be wondering exactly how 
tens of thousands of pounds of their cash has been 
spent.” 

A council spokesman said: “The council’s policy 
is to limit the issue of credit cards to the minimum 
required for effective operation. They are only 
authorised for issue outside the small corporate 
procurement team where a senior finance officer 
agrees the use is operationally necessary. 

“This is generally where card payments are the 
only or cheapest form of payment accepted. 
Government procurement cards are used which 
means that the categories of spend possible on 
each card can be, and are, limited to those specifi¬ 
cally required for work.”

Adunni, who has been juggling her model¬ 
ling appearances with her day job as a depu¬ 
ty manager at a housing association says she 
is looking forward to the event. 

She said: “I have been getting loads of sup¬ 
port, especially locally, and public voting is 
crucial to the competition. 

“I would like to believe I am one of the 
strongest contenders and I have been doing 
a lot of shoots lately, including a show at 
London Fashion Week. Modelling is defi¬ 
nitely something I want to do long-term.”

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Man found guilty 
of killing his lover

THE boyfriend of a married 
woman has been convicted of 
murdering her in a frenzied 
knife attack. 

Shobhna Jethwa, 45, was 
stabbed 20 times in the neck and 
upper body by Sultan Khan after 
she had demanded a share of his 
compensation money from a 
work accident. 

Mrs Jethwa was cheating on her 
husband Rajesh with Khan, 51, 
who she called ‘The Old Man’, 
and a younger lover, restaurant 
worker Ashiq Hussain, who she 
called ‘The Short Man’. 

The mother-of-three was found 
slumped on the sofa of the family 
home in Butely Road, Luton by 
her 12-year-old son and 16-year- 
old daughter when they came 
home from school on September 
9, 2011. 

Sultan Khan, who is now wheel¬ 
chair-bound, of Durbar Road, 
Luton, pleaded not guilty to mur¬ 
der, but was convicted at St 
Albans Crown court by a jury of 
three women and eight men. 

Judge Andrew Bright QC 
adjourned sentence for a report 
on Khan’s physical condition, 
which has deteriorated since the 
killing. 


Prosecutor Sam Mainds said 
Mrs Jethwa had a ‘high libido’ 
and had been in a relationship 
with Khan for two years. They 
argued when she demanded 
money from compensation he 
was due from an accident in May 
2011 when he was knocked over 
by a lorry. 

After the killing, two knives 
were recovered from a kitchen 
drawer in the dead woman’s 
house. Blood and tissue from her 
body was found on one of them. 

On the other knife was the 
defendant’s DNA. A key-ring 


recovered from Mrs Jewtha’s 
handbag had the words ‘I love 
you S K’ inscribed on it. The keys 
were to Sultan Khan’s home. 

Following the conclusion of the 
trial, Detective Sergeant Sam 
Khanna said: “Shobhna Jethwa 
was a much-loved mother who 
died in appalling circumstances. 

“Her family will never forget 
the distress they felt on that day 
when they found her body in 
their own home. 

“Her death has left a huge gap 
in their young lives which will 
never be filled.”

GRANTS totalling £237,000 
will help improve facilities 
for growing numbers of 
cyclists at train stations in 
the town.

A COUNCILLOR says there is a 
50/50 chance of reaching a deal 
to prevent families being evict¬ 
ed from around 35 homes. 

In January, Luton on Sunday 
revealed that residents renting 
properties near junction 11 of the 
Ml in Luton were warned that 
they had to leave by the end of 
March - despite tenants’ claims 
that they were told that they 
would be safe for three years. 

The homes were originally 
bought by the Highways Agency 
to allow motorway widening, but 
in 2009 the plans changed and 
homes offered to tenants to buy 
or put up for sale. 

However two weeks ago, many 
residents in the area, some who 
had lived in their properties for 
up to 20 years, were served with a 
notice to quit meaning they 
would have to leave their homes 
in just two months. 

But after chairing a public 
meeting, Cllr Tom Shaw and 
Luton North MP Kelvin Hopkins 
have pledged their support for 
residents and are working to find 
a solution. 

Cllr Shaw said: “I am 100 per 
cent behind these tenants, and 
so is Kelvin.

“We are hopeful that we can 
come to some sort of partnership 
with one of the housing associa¬ 
tions, or take control of the prop¬ 
erties so that the tenants can 
remain in their homes 

“Around 35 households are at 
risk, and if they were to be evict¬ 
ed it would cause huge problems 
for the council in terms of 
rehousing people. 

“We’re not talking about one or 
two people, we’re talking about 
families of six or seven. The best 
thing is to do all we can to 
prevent this happening. 


“This is a case of departments 
not talking to each other, and the 
Highways Agency seeking to 
make money. 

“At the moment it is 50/50 
whether we’ll come to a happy 
conclusion, but we’re doing all 
we can.” 

Carol Hover, of Bradley Road, 
Luton, who is spearheading a 
campaign by tenants, said: “We 
feel like we’ve got some support. 

“We came into this process 
thinking everyone was against 
us, but we couldn’t have been 
more wrong. 

“We appreciate Kelvin and Tom 
taking time out to attend the 
meeting, and backing us. 

“From the moment we were 
served with our notices to quit, 
the community has come togeth¬ 
er and we are ready to fight this.” 

A Highways Agency spokesper¬ 
son said: “The agency is plan¬ 
ning to sell a number of proper¬ 
ties in Luton near junction 11 of 
the Ml. 

“We understand some people 
have lived in these properties for 
a number of years and we are 
doing everything we can to help 
and have written to them at every 
stage of the process.”

Train contract is not 
deserved, claims MP

LUTON South MP Gavin Shuker 
says he has been left ‘frustrated’ 
by the decision to extend First 
Capital Connect’s (FCC) rail 
contract by up to three years. 

The Secretary of State for 
Transport made the announce¬ 
ment on Thursday, in his 
response to a review on the UK’s 
rail franchise process. 

The decision came following 
the Department for Transport’s 
decision to suspend the 
Thameslink franchise last year, 
despite plans for it to be renewed 
this September. 

The move to renew FCC’s con¬ 
tract, which has served 
Thameslink’s Bedford to 
Brighton line since 2006, has 
come under fire from Luton 
South MP Gavin Shuker. 

He said “FCC has under per¬ 
formed throughout this con¬ 
tract, failing to carry out com¬ 
mitments made in their fran¬ 
chise agreement but still driving 
ticket prices up at times of low 
customer satisfaction. 

“The Transport Secretary’s 
decision means that FCC have 
been rewarded for providing a 
poor service. 

“For long-suffering commuters 
in Luton this is extremely frus¬

trating and shows that the 
government is failing to make 
sure FCC is putting passengers 
ahead of profit.” 

Roger Perkins, for FCC said: 
“Mr Shuker’s comments do not 
reflect reality. We have delivered 
on all our franchise commit¬ 
ments and, despite 75 per cent of 
the delays on the Thameslink 
route being outside our control, 
audited figures show we have 
still improved punctuality. 

“Looking at the facts, we have 
made great strides to improve 


the service for our customers 
during this franchise and 
welcome the opportunity to 
deliver still more enhancements. 

“Ticket prices for regulated 
fares including season tickets 
are set by government and it has 
been the policy that fares should 
rise above the rate of inflation to 
pay for investment in the rail¬ 
ways.”

Offenders help repair 
community gardens

RESIDENTS using Saints 
Community Centre can once 
again enjoy a garden thanks to a 
partnership between the coun¬ 
cil and Bedfordshire Probation 
Service. 

Young offenders who had com¬ 
mitted a crime that otherwise 
may have resulted in a prison 
sentence have been carrying out 
unpaid work in the garden as 
part of a community payback 
scheme. 

Formed ten years ago with the 
help of lottery funding, the gar¬ 
den used to boast a bird feeding 
area, a patio seating area with 
benches, a variety of flowers and 
fruit trees. 

But over time, a lack of funding 
and manpower meant that it was 
impossible to keep up the main¬ 
tenance of the garden, and it fell 
into disrepair. 

The council’s Community 
Development Team approached 
Bedfordshire Probation Service 
with the idea of young offenders 
helping to renovate the area. 

The team, made up of around 
ten offenders, started work in 
November, working between five 
and six hours a day. 

Since then, the group has car¬ 
ried out a complete transforma¬ 


tion of the garden, ridding it of 
weeds, cleaning the patios and 
cutting back overgrown trees 
and shrubs. 

Staff at the centre are now 
working with the users to find 
ways to benefit from the new 
garden. 

Already, plans are being made 
to incorporate the space in the 
centre’s annual picnic. 

Cllr Sheila Roden said: “This 
partnership work has really ben¬ 


efited both parties, as well as 
many people who use Saints 
Community Centre. 

“It is fantastic that, because of 
the hard work put in by the com¬ 
munity payback team people 
will now be able to really enjoy 
the garden and see it restored 
back to its former glory. 

“I’d like to say a big thank you 
and congratulations for every¬ 
one who worked so hard on this 
project.”

LAST week the league tables for 
secondary schools and colleges 
were released. 

The headline national figures 
showed that 594 (23.4 per cent) 
of the 2,540 schools teaching A 
levels had no pupils with two As 
and a B in the subjects recom¬ 
mended for degrees at the top 
universities. 

Also, 215 schools missed the 
new government target of 40 per 
cent of pupils obtaining five A*- C 
GCSEs. 

Since the results were pub¬ 
lished much has been made 
about them, with critiques of the 
rating system coming from the 


Association of Colleges and 
NASUWT, the largest teaching 
union in the country. 

So how did the schools in Luton 
fare? 

On the leader board of local 
authorities with the number of 
students achieving five A*-C 
GCSEs, including maths and 
English, Luton council’s 57.7 per 
cent was under the national 
average of 59.4 per cent. 

Barnfield West Academy led 
the way with 74 per cent, fol¬ 
lowed by the Bury Park 
Education Institute on 71 per 
cent and Icknield High School on 
68 per cent. 

Responding to the results, a 
council spokeswoman said: 
“Standards in Luton’s high

schools have risen over several 
years. 

“From a position where the 
town’s results were significantly 
below the national average, our 
schools now perform at a level 
which is broadly in line with the 
national picture and better than 
authorities which have a similar 
socio-economic profile to Luton. 

“Schools’ success also hinges 
on their willingness to apply 
internal challenge; for instance 
they have looked at the perfor¬ 
mance of groups of pupils, such 
as those who are entitled to free 
school meals, and put in place 
strategies to tackle potential 
underachievement. 

“These strategies have worked 
effectively because the perfor¬ 
mance of Luton’s economically 
disadvantaged pupils is around 
six percentage points above the 
national figure.” 

For A level results there has 
been a focus on the colleges who 
are unable to bring up students 
with the qualifications required 
by the country’s top universities. 

The Russell Group, which is 
made up of the 24 leading UK 
universities, has a list of ‘facili¬ 
tating’ subjects - ones most 
commonly required for entry 
into its universities. 

They are maths and further 
maths, English literature, phys¬ 
ics, biology, chemistry, geogra¬ 
phy, history and languages. 

In the town, only three per cent

of Luton Sixth Form College 
pupils achieved an AAB in three 
of those subjects and six per cent 
of Cardinal Newman students 
got the grades. Nationally the 
average was 6.5 per cent. 

The head teacher of Cardinal 
Newman, Jane Crow, warmly 
welcomed the tables but also 
pointed to the fact that they do 
not ‘give a full picture’. 

She said: “We don’t place the 


emphasis on certain subjects 
like other institutions because 
we want our students to do what 
is right for them. 

“We have a strong maths and 
science teaching base and we 
don’t set high entry criteria like 
other schools. We also have a 
good record of sending our stu¬ 
dents to Oxford. 

“The performance tables are 
open to interpretation and can 


be manipulated. It is hard to 
compare schools because you 
don’t know what kind of stu¬ 
dents they have taken on. I don’t 
think the tables are worth the 
hype and they don’t give a full 
picture of what a school is doing. 

“I think schooling in Luton has 
been a real success. It’s been 
improving and we now have a 
high standard of schooling in 
the town.”

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The twin scroll turbo and variable 
valve timing system combines with 
direct injection to offer a decent 
compromise between performance 
and fuel economy. Finally, there's 
a 1.6-litre HDi diesel with 110bhp 
and identical torque to the 
turbocharged petrol unit. 

Peugeot has tweaked the look of 
today's 207CC, toning down the 
sometimes controversial front end 
styling that has been rolled out 
across its model range in recent 
years. The lines are better 
integrated around the nose but the 
main point of reference is that the 
fog lights which were mounted on 
the edge of the enormous grille are 
now housed in their own cutaway 
sections on either side. At the rear, 
LED taillights are an upmarket 
touch but visually, the overall feel of 
the car isn't dramatically different.

OPEN TO CHANGE 

The British have an irrational love of 
convertible cars. Just look at how 
many of them there are on the roads 
then at our average rainfall figures 
and you'll have all the evidence you 
need of that. Peugeot has tapped 
into this yearning for wind-in-the-hair 
travel more successfully than most 
manufacturers with its range of 
affordable folding hard-top models 
and today's 207CC is aiming to fight 
off competition from a number of 
pretenders to its throne. 

You'd better like 1.6-litre engines 
because the 207CC has three of 
them and that's as far as the choice 
goes. At least there's some decent 
variety within this outwardly samey 
line-up. The entry-level petrol 
engine is a 120bhp normally- 
aspirated 1,6-litre designed in 
partnership with BMW no less. 

This is the engine that will rack up 
most sales and the only one on 
offer with automatic transmission. 
It's also a variant of the next engine 
in the line-up, the 150bhp turbo 
1.6, albeit shorn of the 
turbocharger. Nevertheless it still 
looks quite punchy, delivering its 
maximum power at 6,000rpm and 
its peak torque figure of 163Nm at 
4,250rpm. The 150bhp 
turbocharged variant gets THP 
(turbo high pressure) branding 
and features a beefy peak torque 
figure of 244Nm from only 
1,400rpm. 


Sport and GT trim levels are 
available, with the Sport getting 16' 
alloy wheels, air-conditioning, 
remote central locking and electric 
windows with full one-touch 
operation of the driver's window. 
There's also ABS brakes with 
brakeforce distribution and brake 
assist. For a premium of around 
£1,500, the GT model adds 17' 
alloy wheels, ESP stability control 
and a number of other features. 

A five speed manual gearbox 
comes as standard but there's a 
four-speed auto available with the 
non-turbo petrol engine.Peugeot is 
a big name in the affordable 
convertible market and is intent on 
keeping things that way. 

Today's 207CC makes ownership 
of a small open-top car a 
refreshingly stress free proposition 
and does so in a package that now 
has a little extra visual identity, 
something that could be crucial 
to fashion-conscious buyers. 

There are obvious drawbacks 
associated with installing a folding 
metal roof within a supermini 
chassis but the 207 manages this 
as well or better than most 
of its rivals.

CLUB LEWSEY will today fly the 
flag for Bedfordshire in the fourth 
round of The FA Sunday Cup, the 
knockout competition for the best 
Sunday League teams in the coun¬ 
try.

JERNADE Meade will always 
remember where he was the day his 
phone rang on September 5, 2012. 

The Arsenal player was in his room 
at the council house in Lewsey Farm 
he shares with his mother and 
younger brother, Kahmal, taking his 
customary nap after a tough train¬ 
ing session at the Gunners’ training 
complex in London Colney. 

The name that flashed up on his 
phone was Dwight, the cousin of 
Delaney Brown. He was phoning to 
break the tragic news that Brown, 
right, had been struck by a BMW in 
Vincent Road, Leagrave and died. 
Meade’s world collapsed. 

“I had loads of missed calls when I 
woke up,” Meade said. “Dwight said, 
‘Have you heard about Delaney?’. I 
couldn’t believe it. 

“The first month I still couldn’t 
believe it. I know now he’s gone but 
it was so surreal. I knew him for 
quite a while. He was a big character 
and talented, too. He was good at 
music and he could have made it.” 

Meade attended the funeral and 
placed a shirt signed by the Arsenal 
first team in the coffin. 

“It was packed,” Meade said. 
“People were outside as no-one 
could get in.” 

A month later Meade made his 
debut for Arsenal, coming on as a 
substitute in the astounding 12-goal 
Capital One Cup tie with Reading. 
He used the music of Brown to pre¬ 
pare for the game and as the sound 
track in the build-up to his full 
debut in the Champions League tie 
away at Olympiakos in December. 

If he had any nerves, pent up frus¬ 
tration or emotion inside him, he 
did not show it as he performed an 
exquisite Cruyff turn with his first 
touch at the Karaiskakis Stadium. 

“It just came to me,” Meade said. “I 
didn’t think about it, too much. My 
confidence was sky high after that.” 

Meade said the noise at the Greek 
citadel was deafening. 

“You can’t even hear your own 
team mates,” he said. Yet he still 
managed to catch a few words of 
wisdom from Tomas Rosicky, 
Arsenal’s Czech international. 

“He came up to me and just told 
me not to be nervous and just to 
keep the ball,” Meade said. “As soon 
as the whistle went the nerves went 
and I just played my football.” 

Wenger had no qualms about 
pitching the 20-year-old into the 
cauldron and was pleased with his 
performance against the Greek 
champions. 

“He did very well,” Wenger told 
Arsenal Player. “I’m pleased with his 
attitude and the fact that he was not 
fazed. I remember the first ball he 
got, he cut inside when he was 
closed down and played the ball. 
You think there’s something there.” 

It is a pity Meade is sidelined with 
an ankle injury as he would surely 
be in contention to deputise for the 
injured Kieran Gibbs right now.

Yet the fact Meade is even a profes¬ 
sional footballer let alone at Arsenal 
challenging for a place at left-back is 
remarkable and owes much to being 
in the right place at the right time 
and, most importantly, to the sacri¬ 
fices made by his mother, Andrea. 

In the absence of his father - “I 
don’t speak to him,” Meade said - 
life was a struggle. His mother could 
only afford to drive him to training 
twice and not three times a week 
while he almost turned down a trip 
to Butlins in Bognor Regis to play for

St Martins, a youth team in Luton, 
because the family could not spare 
£50. 

“My friend’s dad said they needed 
a player for a tournament and they 
requested me [from Bramingham 
FC],” Meade said. 

“I said I need to ask my mum but 
money was an issue then. But 
Giorgio, my friend Fabio’s dad, said, 
‘Don’t worry about the money’. He 
said he would look after it.” 

Meade made quite an impression 
in the tournament, scoring a couple 
of goals as an aspiring forward play¬ 
ing a year above his age group. 

He was spotted by an Arsenal scout 
and the rest, as they say, is history. 
Eight years at the Gunners culmi¬ 
nated in the award of a one-year 
professional contract last summer. 
His mother’s delight reverberated 
about the Lewsey Farm estate. 

“My mum was screaming,” Meade 
said. “She couldn’t believe it. I just 
want to make it to look after my 


family. My mum always did her best 
but it was a hard background. There 
are lots of distractions where I live 
but my friends know what I have 
and never let me get involved.” 

Meade’s upbringing explains why 
the first thing that strikes you about 
him apart from his stature - “I’m 
taller than Santi [Cazorla]”, he jokes 
- is his humility, humble nature and 
how grounded he is. 

He says he left school with a “few 
GCSE’s” and readily admits his 
brother, Kyle, who is studying 
Literature at University and aspir¬ 
ing to be an actor, is the smart one of 
the three brothers who were ah born 
on the 25th day of the month. 

There is no trace with Meade of the 
arrogance or aloofness often associ¬ 
ated with a young professional foot¬ 
baller. Indeed, he is still driving a 
modest Ford Focus as he is saving to 
move his family and buy a Mercedes. 

It was Arsenal’s former Rolls Royce 
of a centre forward, Robin Van 
Persie, who made the biggest 
impression on Meade when he was 
plucked from the Under-21s to train 
with the first-team squad. 

“He is a wicked player,” Meade 
said. “I remember when he nut- 
megged me once. He cut back and 
was about to cross it and somehow 
he got it through my legs. I still don’t 
know how he did it. He didn’t call 
nuts, though.” 

Arsenal fans are still distraught 
the Dutchman left for Manchester 
United but, in some respect, Meade 
is probably quite relieved. Let me 
explain why. 

Meade travelled with the first team 
squad for the Carling Cup win over 
Bolton last season and, as it was his 
first time in the squad, he should 
have stood up and sung a song after 
the pre-match team lunch as part of 
his initiation. 

He somehow escaped the nerve- 
wracking tradition and again man¬ 
aged to worm his way out of it in his 
second call-up at Reading by saying 
he had sung at Bolton last season. As 
Van Persie and others had departed, 
there was no-one to question his 
cover story. 

“I was lucky none of the lads 
remembered,” Meade said. “I was so 
worried about what I could sing. I 
would have sung ‘I Believe I Can 
Fly’, I think. Chucks [Aneke, the 
young Arsenal midfielder] thinks he 
can sing but he’s rubbish.” 

You get the impression the players 
will get to see how good Meade's 
vocal chords are in his next first- 
team outing.

ARSENAL left-back Jernade 
Meade revealed he was denied 
the chance to join Luton Town as 
a schoolboy after his hometown 
club raised question marks over 
his height. 

The former Barnfield West 
Academy pupil, who stills lives in 
the town, was introduced to the 
Hatters as a young teen by the 
father of Matty Harriott, the 
Luton-born midfielder who 
joined Sheffield United in 2010. 


But the club’s academy staff 
passed up the opportunity to get 
Meade on their books. He has 
since gone on to earn a profes¬ 
sional contract at Arsenal, play¬ 
ing in the Champions League 
against Olympiakos this season 
and featuring in the remarkable 
7-5 win over Reading. 

“They were not too keen on my 
height,” said Meade, who meas¬ 
ures 5ft 5in. “When I was on trial 
at Arsenal we played Luton and 
they tried to recruit me then, but 
I was very happy at Arsenal.” 

Yet Meade thought he had blown 
his chance to join the youth ranks 


at the Gunners at the age of 11. 

“MK Dons wanted to sign me 
but I wanted to wait to see what 
Arsenal thought,” Meade said. 
“Arsenal wanted me to go on a 
tour to Belgium. I was excited but 
my passport had expired. So I 
couldn’t go but they still signed 
me. It was lucky, really. I could 
have gone on tour, not played too 
well and not got signed.” 

Arsene Wenger had no qualms 
about his height when he para¬ 
chuted him into the game with 
Olympiakos. 

“I would like them a bit taller, 
because in England you have to 


head the ball as well,” Wenger 
told Arsenal Player. “But I like the 
tenacious side, the technical 
qualities, and the fact they go 
forward is vital in the modern 
game.” 

Meade’s biography on various 
websites has him down as 5ft 3in 
while a computer game measures 
him at 5ft 7in. Meade says he is 
definitely somewhere in between. 

“I’m 5ft 5in,” Meade says. “Look 
at the best players, they are all 
small. My idol was [Gianfranco] 
Zola and look at him. If your posi¬ 
tioning is good then your height is 
not a problem.” 


Millwall riot 
was ‘horrific’ 
says Harford

MICK HARFORD this week recalled the 
“horrific” scenes when Luton Town and 
Millwall met at Kenilworth Road in 1985, 
after the two sides were drawn together 
again in the FA Cup. 

The former Hatters striker, now assistant 
manager at MK Dons, was in the Luton team 
who beat the Lions, 1-0, in the sixth-round 
clash that was marred by some of the worst 
hooliganism seen in English football. 

Not much fazes Harford, who was the most 
uncompromising of centre forwards, but he 
was shaken by the events of that evening in 
March. 

“It was horrific,” Harford said. “We won 
1-0 but it was eventful. 

“We came off the pitch three times and I 
think the tie should have been abandoned. 

It was not a pretty sight. 

“It was the first time I ever saw police dogs 
fighting. You feared for the safety of the 
players and I’m sure that draw will evoke a 
lot of memories at Kenilworth Road.” 

The two sides will meet on Saturday, 
February 16 at 12.45pm. The early kick-off 
means the match will be screened live on 
ESPN and prevent fans from becoming too 
intoxicated before the match. 

The tie is Luton’s reward for beating 
Norwich in the last round and swells their 
unbudgeted income from the competition to 
more than £450,000. 

“Beating Norwich was an amazing result,” 
said Harford whose MK Dons side stunned 
QPR. “They [Norwich] may have put out a 
weakened team but it shows that the gap is 
not as big as everybody thinks. Good luck to 
them, it would be good to draw Luton in the 
quarter finals.”
